Like most chowders this one is all 
the better for several hours’ mellow- 
ing. Made the night before it is to be 
enjoyed, or early in the morning of 
the day itself, the chowder reheated at 
meal time curiously tastes 100 per 
Cent. more cornlike than when freshly 
made, ; 

The culinary kit should Include a 
pan, sharp knife, two saucepans, me- 
dium and large, measuring cup, cutting 
board. tablespoon. ; 

Husk the corn and cut the kernels 
from the ears with the knife and then 
scrape the cob with the back of ‘the 

knife. Two cups of kernels and pulp 
mean the cutting of six or eight ears 
of corn. By standing the cobs on yhe 
cutting board. and cutting-from the top 
down, the.task becomes a simple one, 

Peel the potatoes and dice small; 
peel the onions and slice fine. Place 
in the medium saucepan with the boil- 


“ing water and cook ten minutes over a 


moderate flame. Then add the corn 
pulp; cover and simmer five minutes. 
Turn off the heat. ® { 

Melt the butter in the large sauce- 
pan.and add the flour; let. cook until 
thé mixture leaves the sides of the pan; 
pour in three cups of milk and stir 
until a smooth and slightly thickened 
sauce results. 

Turn the potato-onion-corn mixture 
into the white sauce and heat over the 
flame, stirring the while. Taste, and 
season with salt and paprika. Remove 
from the heat, cover and let mellow 
several hours. 


When the chowder is to be reheated, 


‘add one cup of milk an@ heat slowly. 


Let come to boil. and then serve. 
Minced parsley, a spoon of whipped 
cream; or a few bacon crisps add to 
each plate. i , 


With these eeds in mind, then, 
modern designers have set themselves 
the task of creating furniture for the 
age, cleverly working out problems of 
storage space and convenience in ways 
that are both beautiful and effective. 

At the recent exposition sponsored by 
the Art Centre were several excellent 
examples of furniture of this type, one 


of whieh—a combined dining-gaming 
set—voiced an uncanny understanding 
of the needs of modern living-dining 
rooms. 

The table was in two Sections, with 
arched openings to receive the chairs 
when not in use. Both sections, when 
placed together longwise, formed a 
handsome table of the refectory type, 
which appeared to smart advantave as 
it stood against the wall beneath a 
modern panel. Instead of having con-+ 
ventional legs, the table frame’: was 
constructed with four graceful arches 
to receive the four dining chairs. And 
when these were in their respective 
places, behold—to all appearances the 
table became a massive-looking shest. 
When used for bridge or games the two 
sections of the table could be moved 
together in square formation, and a 
novel feature of the chairs was the 
adjustable shaft which, when a con- 
cealed button was pressed, automati+ 
cally lowered the chair backs to fit 
into the arches, or raised them to a 
comfortable height for dining for 
use at the gaming table. As a space 
conserver and from a decorative stand- 
point this collection of five pieces 
bore unusua) promise, and, while thor- 
oughly modern in treatment,: was de- 
signed to fit into quite conservative 
schemes, 

Another artist has conceived for us 
& modernistic wardrobe which for space 
and the gift of concealing its purpose 
surpasses anything else we have seen. 

Coming upon it in the Nving room, 
we see it as a beautiful cavinet- 
bookshelf which might at any moment 
turn itself into a’ desk if .one .or the 

ther of its charming little doors were 
opened. But nothing so formal hap- 
pens. When the larger door is unfas- 
tened it discloses ample room for suits 
and frocks hung neatly on hangers. 
Two smaller doors conceal. compart- 
ments fitted with sliding drawers fo- 
lingerie or linens, or shirts—according 
to the room and the gender’ of the 
person using it. A third compartment 
suggests a place for hats, while up and 
down the sides of the wardrobe are 


deceiving little shelves and nooks: to- 


hold books, a smart modern vase and

Modern chairs have been criticised 
for their severity and. commended for 
their comfort. Now among newer de- 
signs we find the first cause for criti- 
cism is fast vanishing. Lines are more 
flowing, less abrupt; upholstering has 
graduated from the flat, colorless class 
and shows a depth of pile and a:lustre 
that for sheer luxury has rarely been 
surpassed.. And sometimes a chair is 
not a chair at first glance, although 
it may become so. One intriguing mod- 
ern piece starts out as a set of three 
huge leather cushions which fit into 
the smallest corner, and on occasion 
unfold to form a luxurious easy chair; 
unfold again to give us a most com- 
fortable lounge for a nap or relaxa- 
tion. These cushions are filled with 
hair laid over the best cushion springs, 
and they come in colorful upholstering 
—a- striking citron shade corded in 
French blue; a vivid royal blue corded 
in flame; or they may be covered with 
any upholstering the taste suggests. 

In incidental pieces, nests of modern 
tables which fit criss-cro8s over one 
another form stepped shelves for an 
interesting collegtion of knicknacks. 
Tables with frames of chromium plate 
and tops of glass which are immune 
to stains and scratches are also both 
practical and ornamental; and smart 
little corner tables. and cabinets with 
glass shelves are many and various. In 
the new manner these may be. fitted 
against the side of the secretary, the 
tall chest or the davenport to vary the 
smug outline of these large pieces 
against the wall.- On, the shelves gay 
pottery or porcelain figures or a lovely 
bit of burnished. copper bring notes 
of color down toward: the floor, which 
usually needs these accents to relieve 
its plain drabness, 

™m sharp contrast with these pieces 
which have been developed to fill the 
needs of the grown-up world, content 
to house itself i ever-diminishing 
quarters, it is interesting to see what 
modern designers have done for the 
Younger-set. And they have done much 
——nat only for the children, but for 
those fortunate parents who are able 
to give their youngsters a real nursery 
play-room, 

- Once upon a time, to equip a nurs- 
-eTy was to invest much money.in tiny 
furniture which was all too soon 6ut- 


grown. To-day modern designers are 
creating adjustable tables and chairs, 
beds. and bookshelves which will grow 
with the child and be with him even 
in later years as treasured pieces still 
beautiful in design and finish. 

A white metal, much in vogue for 
modern appointments, is used for many 
of these newer pieces, and the adjust- 
ment is accomplished, by means of 
cleverly concealéd. sliding bars and pins 
which raise or lower the pieces to the 
desired height from the floor. Table 
and dresser tops are of colored bake- 
lite chosen to harmonize with the 
hangings and upholstering, and in all 
things there is emphasis on simplicity, 
good line, harmonious color, originality 
in design as distinguished from the use 
of hackneyed nursery motifs. In the 
Metropolitan Museum one may see a 
very beautiful example of the modern 
nursery created by Eugene Sehoen, one 
of the few designers whose work has 
been purchased and placed. by various 
museums as examples of modern con- 
temporary art. It is a nursery to de- 
light the soul of every beauty-loving 
mother—and one to fos thoughts of 
order and harmony in the mind of 
the growing child. j 

, On the subject of modern furnish- 
ing we might go on engléssly, specu- 
lating about it, weighing points this 
way and that. But of one thing we 
are how certain: Coming away from 
later exhibitions. of the, modern, we. 
realize that something very fine.and 
substantial is expressed in all thp-bet- 
ter designs. The orudities of. early . 
modern. colors. and pattems “are . no 
more: the exotic: forms typical of the 
French movement are fast giving place 
to a sane, conservative, treatment much 
more in keeping with American life. 
And jn this trend even the most con- 
sefvative find encouragement to. in- 
dulge in a bit of the modernif not 
an entirely modernistic scheme.
